The limit of size of a package that may be 
shipped by parcel post is 84 inches in length 
and greatest girth combined. 

Poisons and explosives cannot be shipped by 
parcel post. 

Liquids may be shipped by parcel post when 
specially packed to comply with requirements. 

Eighth Zone rates and weights apply to 
Alaska, Hawaii, and all American possessions.

Hardy Perennials seldom bloom the 
year, but usually bloom the second and 
succeeding years. They may be sown in epring, 
but are best sown outdoors in September. 

Half-Hardy Perennials require some protec- 
tion during cold winter weather. The 
should be sown in boxes or pots, or outdoors 
late in spring.

The seed bed for flowers should be carefully

mercial Fertilizers Pays Big Dividends 


The problem of fertility is an important one 
to the farmer and gardener, and is one which 
requires study and experience. No hard and 
fast rules can be laid down for fertilizing, for 
soils differ so greatly. The soil in different 
parts of one farm, or even in one field, may be 
entirely different, and require different treat- 
ment. The farm should not be considered just 
so much land on which to plant seeds and 
harvest such crops as it happens to produce. 
There is even more opportunity for the farmer 
to care for and feed his soil to get best results 
than there is for the careful dairyman to care 
for and feed his cows to produce the greatest 
possible milk yield. The same conditions pre- 
vail. Both should be kept in the pink of condi- 
tion physically. and fed the correct foods in 
sufficient quantities toproducedesired results. 

Mest soils naturally contain all of the neces- 
Sary ingredients for fertility, but one or more 
of the ingredients may be in insufficient quan- 
tities or unavailable form; or the soil may not 
be in good physical condition: or, from con- 
tinuous cropping, one or more of the ingredi- 
ents may have become exhausted. In any case 
the land may be made productive, and it is not 
necessary to continue to waste time, labor and 
expense producing inferior crops. It costs 
practically as much to produce a poor crop as 
a good one. Profits depend upon the amount 
and quality of the crop. 

Almost any soil, if properly treated, may be 
made fertile; no soil is so fertile that it will 
not become exhausted if cropped year after 
year without replacing the plant foods which 
are removed by the crops. 

To be fertile, soil must be in good physical 
condition, contain the correct amount of moist- 
ure, and must contain a sufficient amount of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash, and they 
must be in available form. A chemical analy- 
sis is of little use to determine what is needed 
to make a soil fertile. The only way to ascer- 
tain what’fertilizer will produce best results at 
least expense is by experimenting with various 


fertilizers. in various combinations, on small 
areas, and noting the effects. In the absence 
of information gained by experience, it is al- 


ways safe to provide sufficient of all three of 
the viial fertilizing elements, but that may

There is a general opinion among poultry- 
en that it does not pay to produce fine table 
poultry in this part of the country; but that is 
ionly partly true. We would not advise enter- 
ing into a strictly market poultry business, but 
every utility poultryman has young cockerels 
and old hens to dispose of, and they should be 
made to produce profits. Much is lost by mar- 
keting poultry in poor condition. Bone, mus- 
cle and feathers are the most expensive parts 
of a bird; when these have been produced, 
flesh may be added at small expense by correct 
feeding. 

At least two weeks before the birds are to 
be marketed they should be confined in crates 
or pens where exercise will be very limited. 
The food to which they have been accustomed 
should be gradually changed to a fattening 
food, and the quantity increased until they are 
getting all that they will eat. The more that 
they can be induced to eat the greater will be 
the profit. Food that is ideal for growth of 
bone and muscle, or production of eggs, is not

The Floor is known to bee- 
keepers as the Bottom. 

The Living Room, known as} 
the Brood Chamber or Body, , 
in which bees rear their brood, .

have a sufficient amount of’

The Store Room, known as} 
the Super, in which the bees 
store the surplus honey which 
we take away from them. 
The super may be for Comb 
Honey, like the lower one in 
the illustration, or for Ex- 
tracted Honey, like the upper 
one. Several supers may be 
placed on top of each other 

The Roof or Cover, which 
should fit on either the body 
or the different tiers of su- 
pers. For convenience, all 
parts should fit on any of the 
hives. 

The Brood Frames are wood- 
en frames or racks in which 
the combs are suspended sep- 
arately so that the beekeeper 
or apiarist may be able to 
take a hive of bees entirely 
apart and examine every nook, 
to ascertain the- conditions, 
hunt for the queen, take away 
or exchange brood or honey, and do all the 
manipulations that may suit his method or 
his fancy. During the summer the combs in 
the brood chamber are filled mainly with brood, 
pollen, and a little honey, but as fall ap- 
proaches less brood is reared and honey enough 
to winter the colony is usually stored by them 
in the upper part of the combs and in the rear. 

The Section Holder is a contrivance to hold 
the sections in place within the super. 

The Sections, or Honey Boxes, are little 
square frames placed in the super to be filled 
with comb hcney during the harvest. 

Separators are placed between the rows of 
sections, and are necessary to produce a neat 
section, evenly filled with honey, which may 
be handled or boxed for shipment without 
danger of scratching the surface of the combs. 

Comb Foundation is used to help the bees by 
supplying them with the base of the comb 
made of their own product, beeswax. It helps 
to secure straight combs in brood frames and 
sections, saves much labor and material to 
the bees, and helps to prevent the building of 
much drone comb. 

Bees should be placed in a sheltered spot, as 
much as possible facing south, in the shade 
of shrubs or trees. If they can be sheltered 
from hard winds by a board fence, so much 
the better. The ideal location is on the south 
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slope of a hill.

The Dovetailed Hive as shown above is the 
Standard Comb Honey Hive. It is furnished 
in two sizes, eight-frame and ten-frame. 

If you are beginning to equip a new apiary 
we recommend the ten-frame. It will cost a 
trifle more but will yield more than propor- 
tionately larger returns. The above illus- 
trates a 114-story hive; when two supers are 
included it is then a two-story hive for comb 
honey. 

The bottom as regularly furnished is re- 
versible, so that it can be used either side 
up, one side forming a %-inch entrance and 
the other a %-inch entrance for the bees. 

The body or brood chamber is equipped 
with the Hoffman self-spacing brood frames, 
eight with the eight-frame hive and ten with 
the ten-frame hive. 

The super shown with the above hive is 
the style most commonly used and is the 
one always furnished unless you _ specify 
otherwise. It takes the regular 44%4.x4144x1% 
beeway section and the slotted section holders 
as shown. The separators are the slotted 
sawed wood style shown. Equipment includes 
a follower and springs for squeezing the sec- 
tions up tight. The eight-frame size holds 
twenty-four sections and _ the ten-frame 
twenty-eight sections. As stated, the above 
super, which is called the No. 1 or Regular, 
is the one most commonly used, but some 
prefer one of the other styles as shown on 
following pages. 

The cover is called the Excelsior style. It 
is a good substantial cover, flat on the under

tailed Hive. We particularly refer you to 
the Metal Roof Cover, which is becoming a 
very popular cover, particularly in some cli- 


mates. The extra charge for this cover is 
small, as shown in following tables. 
A division board is furnished with each 


eight-frame body, as it is required to fill out 
the space properly when all eight frames are 
in place. It is not furnished with the ten- 
frame size as the ten frames fill the space. 
The real purpose of a division board is to 
serve as a partition for reducing the brood 
space in the case of weak swarms, in which 
few -and remote cases they may be ordered 
extra for the ten-frame hives. 


Prices of hives and sections are shown 
both with and without foundation comb 
starters. We recommend purchasing hives 


without foundation, and supers without sec- 
tions or foundation, and ordering section 
boxes and foundation in bulk. Ordinarily you 
will have to equip the supers with sections 
and starters more than once. 

We advise ordering hives, supers and other 
parts in the flat, as freight charges on arti- 
cles of this kind set up are very high. Com- 
plete illustrated directions and a _ sufficient 
quantity of the proper nails are always fur- 
nished, so that you will have no trouble what- 
ever in nailing up the hives, frames, etc.

Considering the start given to a colony of 
bees by the judicious use of Comb Foundation, 
the satisfaction of having nice, straight combs, 
to handle, and the pewer to restrain by its use 
the over-production of drones, there is no ques- 
tion but that it pays every beekeeper to use it. 

Medium Brood Foundation is recommended 
for use in brood frames and extracting frames 
only. If the aim is only to secure straight 
combs, and to accomplish it as cheaply as pos- 
sible, a strip one inch wide and sixteen and

should be used in full sheets only when the 
trames are wired.

The 
objection to this plan, however, is that the 
bees will often build a considerable amount of 
drone comb, which should be removed and re- 
placed with worker comb. To overcome this 
difficulty many beekeepers use full sheets of 
foundation, as they are then reasonably sure 
of securing nice, straight, all-worker comb. 
As a set of brood combs will last many 
years, it is worth while to make the effort to 
have them as perfect as possible. In using 
full sheets of foundation we advise wiring the 
frames. Wired combs will not break down in 
hot weather or when colonies are moved, or 
when honey is to be extracted from them. To 
obtain satisfactory combs it is in all cases 
absolutely necessary to have the hives stand- 
ing level sidewise.
